(G) Foreign Government Officials Who Have Committed Particularly 
Severe Violations of Religious Freedom* 

Any alien who, while serving as a foreign government official, was 
responsible for or directly carried out, at any time, particularly severe 
violations of religious freedom, as defined in section 3 of the 
International Religious Freedom Act of 1998 (22 U.S.C. 6402), is 
inadmissible.
